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SUGGESTIONS TO TEACHERS. 



♦Follow step by step the instructions of the Manual. 

Do not place the Speller in the hands of the pupil until he can 
give at sight, rapidly and correctly, the sounds of a §hort and of all 
the consonants, and can pronounce without hesitation the eight family 
names found on page 24. 

Give time for the variety of busy work that has been arranged to 
interest pupils while learning the sounds of the letters. 

Give daily exercise in singing in the order suggested in the 
Manual. 

Do not assist pupils in pronouncing words. Let them depend 
wholly upon their own eflforts and thus lead them into independence 
of thought and action. 

' Drills from the Blackboard in word-building should precede the 
marking and pronouncing of the same words in the Speller. 

Drills on a (obscure) should precede the first sentence reading from 
the Blackboard. 

The sound of e (obscure) should be taught in connection with the 
stencil picture of the mill wheel. 

Observe this order of presenting the work: 
1st. Blackboard drill. 

2d. Marking and pronouncing from Speller. 
3d. Marking and reading from Primer or 1st Reader. 

Show pupils how to make the diacritical marks neatly. 

Do not permit careless marking on the blackboard or on the 
printed page. 

A ** pronouncing drill" means that pupils are to mark neatly and 
pronounce distinctly all the words referred to. 

Follow each pronouncing drill with a dictation exercise of the 
words marked the day previous. Have pupils print these words on the 
Blackboard until they have learned to write. 

Follow closely the specific directions of the foot-notes found on each 
page. 

Where Primers are not used, follow each pronouncing drill from 
the beginning with a corresponding 1st Reader lesson. 

A heavy line under a word indicates an exception. 

Primer, 1st, 2d and 3d Reader classes should be examined in 
spelling from the words at the beginning of the Reader lessons.
